Cam- 
bridge, and was for many years — indeed until incapacitated by illness — a lealous 
and devoted sen-ant of God in the work of the ministry ; first at Great Wilbra- 
luun, a small family living in Camhridgoabire j aeit at Alton Barnes, in Wilts., 
tbe scane of the late Archdeacon Hare's pastoral labours; and last as chaplain 
lo the Mineral Water hospital at Bath. In each successiTO sphere of miuiste- 
rial duty be n-on the hearts of those cntmsted lo bis core. There was ia him a 
truly Christian tendomeis and homeliness of feeling, which peculiarly litted him 
to sympatbiie with his poorer brathren, and endeared bim to oil, as ut home so 
in the parish or the hospital. He was a true-hearted English churcbman, of the 
High Church school, and an elegant Latin aehoinr, partieularly happy in the 
composition of Latin verse and epigram. He married, in [S45, Tilarr, the 
youngeat daughter of the late Vioe-Admiral Sir Thomas Boulden Thouipson, 
Bart., of Hartsboumo Uanor.place, Hert^, one of Lord Nelson's distinguished 
captains. He has left n widow with fire surviving ehildren, the eldest a Ueuleiii 
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in the Rojal narj, to mourn tho loss which thej have sastained, cheered, how- 
erer, and consoled hj the patience and fortitude with which he hore a long illness 
occasioned hy a shock rcceired in a railway collision about four years ago. He 
was in his 55th year, and is buried at Chorlcombe, near Bath." 
He died at Bath on the 27th October 1870, aged 54. 

Some few of his school exercises were prcser? ed by my father, from one of which the 
foUowing Tcrscs may be given as a specimen of his powers. The poem consists 
of nineteen stanzas, the subject is " Leonidas," and the date of the exercise 1834 :

^oae of tbe late archdeacon and Mrs. Deallry about ijol. were collected for ihem, 
and the widow'a passage to London paid and the luggage placed on board tbe 
" Norlhumberland," when ehc noeipectcdlj married Mr. Robert H. Ualford, 
head master of the Hindoo college, Calcutta. One of the ohiidren died a few 
days after the mnrriagD, and the balance of the money eubacribcd was invested 
for the benefit of the aiuTiTtng child, Joseph Adsbead Ireland, who died in the 
eourae of tbe year. By the arehdeaeon's deeire the money waa then paid over to 
Mr. end Mrs, Halford by my brother, Mr. James H. Smith, than resident is 
Calcutta, who bad kindlj interestad bimielf in providing for the children of a 
former schoolfellow.

ProJerick Lingard was destined for the profesiion 
of the law, bnt be Tery early evinoed a tingular aptitude for muaic, and accjuir«d 
a knowledge of tbit scienoe almost intuitiTely, for he received scarerly idj' assist- 
ance from masters. He manifested aueh a decided fondness for this noble art, 
and especially for church music, that his paronls, though reluctantly, allowed 
him to follow the bont of hie own mind. About the year i K] j be eomiicled for, 
and accepted the situation of a Lay Vicar of the Uiirhnni Cathedral Choir, so 
long justly celebrated for musical proficiency, if it be not actually pro<eminent 
among the Cathedral Choira of Eoglsad. In that situation he remained to the 
ctaie of his life. Ue had previously, for a period of two years, filled tiio officfl 
of Organist and Choirmaster iu 8. George's Church, Unlmc, of which his bro- 
ther, the BcT. Joshua Lingard, M.A., waa then Incumbent, a learned and cenlous 
Clergyman, strict and conscientious in days of laiity in his own conformity to 
the discipline of the English Church Mr. Frederick Lingard proved a most 
valuable ocqubitioD to the Cbojr of Durham, not only on account of his musioal 
genius and attainments, which were of the highest Order, and were ever dcTot«d 
with praiseworthy leal and assiduity to the promotion of Ecotesiattical muiic — 
a cause which be had much al heart. His book of Arilipional ChanU, which 
he published about 1843, contains chants in the Eocleaiastical style of Palestrina 
and Bird, for the Psalter as ordered at morning and etening prayer; and the 
content* were composed and arranged by himself with on aocompaniniest for 
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srpa «r pi wi a tor te- Tlu* bold sod sacocnful andprtaldng, whid waa «i 
mJ euMd ia tW trae fceliog sod ipirit of the old nolbon of oar 
■•M^ Irao^rt bin eoandnrnUe repatatioo. Yet bit ambitJOD auned bc 
diaa t« eoattttnto to Ibe mlontum, u • genoral practice, of a 
t htMtil H, iMtead of tbc fu&iliar ud miHnble Tulgariama of paalma "dooM 
M« Kogliab idMk." He aUo poblifhed .4 t«-i« of AalhrmM appropmled to 
an tfafl Wr»ft* tbat an to be obaerred in the Cliurch of Eugluid tbronghovt tke 
7CV. tbe muiin being adaplvd from tbe ncred vorki of Hajdn, JfoiBrt, 
BenJiotMi, &c., and arranged in aoora with accompsntmentj. He alao wroM 
maaf Bntbemi aod other Ecclc*ia*tical eoropoiitioiu. Hia cbanls and anthem* 
wrre frcquenll^ telected for Dnrhun Calbedral. All thcee bis worb lestiff 
tJiat lie dcaerfed well of the Cburch, and thoj made bit career hoDoonble and 
full of hope. He *iMte also inveral tongi, duoti and otbi^r eompoailions in 
wcaUr moiie, tome of which were publialied and arc Ter; plreaiiig. All bta 
eompoutioiw, ecclatiaitioal aud tocolar, muiireet tbe high order of hii mnueal 
mmd. He wai^ in thart, not onl; s rerj fine performor, but Ukewise ■ tonnd 
anuiata, and poacMed a matured taale in music. Bis good odueatioa, general 
aequiremeoti and gentlcmanlj coadoct and (lemcanour, rcoJcred bioi at once an 
loatractiTe and ogracable compaiiian ; wUilit hit cttimublo character and amiablo 
diipoailion ripened into friendship thcne feelings of respect and admiration 
which bis musical ncoomplishmeutt cerer failed to attract from pereona of 
taale and rcflneiDent. And, aboie nil, he was graced nith a rare humilit}'."

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Of this Boholar the following notice appoared in the Maiieliettar Covritr 
time of ilia dcAth, which oocarred on the 13rd April 187 j : 

" In our abituarj in yesterJaj's CoHrier it was our sad and painfnl tatli to hare to 
record the death of Robert B. Sowler, esq., Q.,0., who for a rery large portion of 
bia life was intiinatalj connected wilh this journikl. By hia deceaie the coiuer- 
TatiTc part; has lost ooe of its warmeet sod mast mjnBiBteDt siipporteri and expo- 
nenta, and the Church one of tlie moat faithful at her mat. The Intc Mr. Sowler 
was bom on September 19th, iSij, and was the eldest idd of Thomits Sowler, etq., 
the founder of the MaiicJieiter Courier, and who wm hunsclf from strong oon- 
vietion a thorough Cburch-nnd-king man. Mr. Sowler, Q.C, received the graater 
part of his educution at the Maacheeter free grammBr school at the time when 
the ter, Jeremiah Smith; D.D., occupied tbe chuir of high muter. He wai for 
■ome time attached to the ofilue of his father's newspaper, but having a strong 
inclination for the pursuit of tbe law, ho entered at the Middle temple [in Mi- 
ohaeliDDs term, i8jS], and was colled to the bar at Michaelmas term, 1841. Mr. 
Bowler, electing to practise iu his natita city, joined the Northern circuit, and at 
the same time usdertooli tbe editorabip of the Caurter, then a weekly journal. 
Prior to and at this time political feeling ran very high, and great excitement 
prevailed on the varioas topics of the day. Mr. Sowler haring naturally a Sne 
voice, high logical training, a ready wit. and the gift of much natural eloquence, 
soon took a prominent position in the various conservative meetings that wers 
held in and around Mauchester, At the same time, from hia kindly aod tho- 
roughly bononrable feelings, he always carefully avoided anything approaching 
to a personal attack on bis opponents. Being hold in much eatimntion for hia 
valuable qualities and bis powere as an orator, his aid was eagerly sought by and 
readily accorded to bis fellow-workers in the conservative cause. At almost all 
tbe great gatherings of the party his presence was invited, and more particularly 
did Lo devote himself lo the institution and development of the namerous 
operative conservative and constitutional societies, which at that time were firat 
formed at bis suggestion, and which then proved, and have subaequenlly been 
found, BO valuable to the cause. Iu fact, to address the working men vroa a 
pleasure to him up to the latest period of his appearing at pnhlic meelbga. Hia 
eevcrul printed addresses to the operatives had also at the time a very eitended 
circulation, and eierclsed no little influence in aesbting to initiate and develop 
the movement which led to placing tbe reins of oOIee in the bands of tbe late sir 
Robert Feel, with so large a majority at hia back, in the year 1841, previously to 
the repeal of tlio corn laws. To serve the constitutional couao Mr, Sowler con- 
(iderod no trouble too great. For nearly twenty-eight years he contioaed to 
write the principal editorial articles in the ifaucheiler Courier, and was 00a- 
nected with the paper nntil 1867, when his professional eugagementa as a barris- 
ter demanded the whole of hia time, 
"Mr. Sowler met with mncli success at the bar at on earlier period than ia usually 
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tbo good fartune of junior kdToratca. Qia toot in bis treatment of lb« omm 
entniBtod to him and tbo sbilitj be diaploji-ii. »ooa gnined for him m iiicrouing 
tai lueretire praotiw. As an adrocatD be was enrnest and eloquent, and to thsM 
qualities, combined with b lound and readj judgment, ma; be altribatcd the 
resulta which rewarded bia exertioos 1 and oti more (baa one occasion tbe pro- 
siding judges complimented bim upon tbe mode in whiob be conducted his 
buBJucas. At the summer auiiea in rljX be was called within the bar of tbe 
countj palatine of Lancaster, and in Julj 1S66 was made full queen's counsel, 
and was presented at the ler^e held b; the prince of Wales for har majesty in 
the early part of iS(>7, At tlie special usite, held in this city in October 1867, 
he was one of tbe counsel for tbo prosecution in tbe Fenian trials. For soteral 
years he acl«d oi judge for the Salford county court circuit, as deputy for the 
bite Mr. Temple, Q.C., and moro recently tbo whole of the duties wer« nnder- 
taken by him. To bis groat aniiety to perform those duties so as not lo inoon- 
* enieni.'e the suitors, his death may in some measure if not mainly be attributed. 
About twetfc montha ago ha met with a serious accident, and before bii strength 
•roa fully re-established he resumed tbe olEce be bud undertaken, and it was at 
the close of one of tbo aitlinga that he succumbed lo the diwaae which eventually 
prOTfid fatal. 

" In priratc life Mr. Bowler's genial and kindly disposition was eeor apparent. 
Poaseascd of considerable conTersational powers, an incihaufitible fund of anec- 
dote and a ahmwd sense of humour, bia company was always most warmly 
weloomeil, whilst to serre bis friends no trouble or ciertion were too great M be 
undertaken by liim. 

"Mr.Sowlor married his couain. Prances Bowler, on February jrd, 1S4J, who is 
left to mourn bia loss. They bad no family. Of late years the deceased gentle- 
man hod passed snch leisure time as he had at eommand at his rrsidenee, Bawraj 
Knotts, Windenuere, and was largely instrumental in the erection of a ohureh 
in the immedialo Tlcinity. His death occurred on Sunday cicning last at 
Clarkahill, Stand, near Manobestcr, the reeidtnce of his aiater-in-law, Mrs. Msc- 
kenxie, where he was staying at the time of bis illness, which was of three 
months' duration." 
Mr. Kobcrt Searr Sowlcr was a man of great industry. In addition to bis editorial 
labours as connootcd for so many years with the MaiKkeittr Courier, he was th« 
editor of Tarioua articles which appeared in Bloatwooifs. Fraier'i, tbe Dublin 
Uiiiveriils, and tbe Monthlg magazines. Tboaa on the Anti-corn law league, in 
1S41 and 1S4}, attracted much nolioe. Among other productiona of bis pen 
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"Animal Magnetiam" and " Heorbjpnotiam." Two articles in the MonlMg 
MiyatiiH in 1S44 and 184J.

HcOill took 
great interest in Che poor-rate qneation, aa it aJTected the Loudon parishes, de- 
siring that the whole of the metropalis should be equally ohnrgod with the sup- 
port of tlia poor, and was the author of scTersI letters which appeared in tha 
ZVntei newspaper under [he eignnture of " An East Eud Inoumbeot ; " sad tka 
result has been, that the nbole of the salaries of the olliccra, the edueation of the 
pauper children, the care of the lunatics and those afflictnd with ferer and small* 
poi— about one-third of the whole charge — has been equaliied. In recognitioa 
of hia peracTDriag exertions, and of tbe auceeii with wbiob they were erowned, 
Mr. HcOill receired a vatunble present of pUta in 1S67 from tha Etit-end 
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rutepsfcrii. He is the author of Mmo oocaiioDal beimona and pnpers on 
arohDcoiogioal snbjeola.

Tbamiu Sowler, from the timo Kheo ho Ipft achool, baa been conneolcd nitb the 
Mancheiter Courier both in its literary and commeroial departmouti. The 
Courirr alone ia now carried on at the old houBO in S. Anu'a square, the boolc- 
Klling buaincsa having been gircn up by the aoas soon aftor their father'a death. 
Thia the only surriring son >» now tbe sole proprietor of that widotj ciroulBling 
and influential paper, and may bo regarded alia ai iti editor, eierciaiag a general 
auparrision over the ranous dcpeitmenti connected nitb it. 

Hr. Tbomu Sowler baa taken an aotive part in the xolunteer mOTonient of teoeot 
yean, being now lieutooaat-colonel of tbe iqtb Loiiuasbire (Maaehester) artillery, 
baring riaeotrom the rank of gunnpr to that of coinmaBding officer of the corps. 
He succeeded Mr. Edmund Buckley aa preiiilent of tbat ancient institution, 
John Shaw's dub, for meotiOD of whioh see Srgitter, Tol. i. p. 49, and foL ii. 
pp. 194, ij7i iHi i was aeoretary of the Manobcstcr Katural History society, 
until tbe muaeum was handed over to Onens college; and in coDjunction with 
Mr. James Croiiloy ^tbe president of the Chetham society), tbo late bishop of 
llanclieater and others, originated and organized tbe Maocheater &Ge library, 
one oE the flrst free libraries in England of modem date — for it must nevsr 
be forgotten that Manchester hod it« free library at Chetham'i hospital two 
hundred years ago. 

Trae to tbe conservatiTe principlea whioh bava diatinguisbed all the members of 
the family connected witb the subool, Mr. Thomas Soirler waa from il* com- 
nienoemeut the hociorarj secretary of the Church defence association of Man- 
ohestor, now merged in the larger Northern association. 

He married on tbe ijtb July 1S66, at the cathedral, Emily, eldest daughter of 
the hXe Mr. Jamea Yates, hleactier, of Manchpster, by whom he has three Mina, 
his only daughter hsTiag died last year. 

He WM appointed riee.preBiiiaQt of tbe aunirersary meeting of old eohoUrs in 1857, 
as colleague to Mr. Tliomos dc Qulncey.

John Sowter was the third and youngest eon, and, like his father and brothers, 
warmly attached to the school and Its masters. It was not a rery rare occur- 
renoa to aee Ibeiu aU together at tbe BuniTeraory meeting! of the old scholars. 
Hia death followed soon after that of tbe eldest sou, and his aotiTO and useful 
life WM thus noticed in tbe Maachetter Courier of June I7tb, 1S71 : 
"It is tcarccly two months since wo bnd to record tbe death of Mr. Sowler, Q.C, 
audit ia now our Tory painful duty to record that of bis brother, Hr. John Sowler, 
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oae of tbe proprietors of the Mnneheiter CoMritr. For the but tliree moiidu ho 
bad uot been quite ncU, and the death of hie brother di^eplj sffdctod him. About 
three woeki ago he went to London on business, and caught cold on the way. 
Whilst in London he became so much worse that be bad to make bia risit ibortflr 
in consequeDce, and return to bis residence at Bowdon, whsre he was attaoked 
with rbeumatio leTer, under which he sank ou Thursdnj nigbt [[jth June 1S71], 
at the age of 51 jears. 

'■ Mr. John Sowler waa the youngest son of Mr. Bowler, tbe founder of tbs 
Manrheiler Courier, lie rcceired the greater part of hi> education at the Uan- 
obestor froB gramniar school during the lime that tbe roT. Jeremiah Smith, D.D.. 
occupied tbo position of high masler, and tl^at gentleman strongly urged that be 
should bo Bent from school to (be unirereitj of Oxford, but bis father, baring 
other Tiews for him, did not accede to the request. From the time of bis leatiog 
(he scbool ho has been actirelf engaged in the business msnagenienl of the 
Cburter, to whiob department he was erer after entirety deroted, and for which 
his business habits, steadiness of application, and thorough knowledge of all the 
details of nengpaper management eminently Rtted him. A Sroi supporter of 
ahuroh and state — n consarratiTe ill the truest sense of the word — whilst taking 
uo prominent part in ontwiird political life lie believed he wns best securing tbe 
furthpranoe of bis principles and the cause of bis party by aiding in the eetab- 
lisbment of a eonserTatire daily paper which should reflect the opinions of tbe 
conserTatiiee of Lanoaihire — a task to which bo freely gave all bis energies. 
AmongBt men beet qualified to judge, the aetivitj and tact he displayed iu this 
work were ndmitted to hove scarcely any equal; and his loss will be seTorolj felt. 
Dot only by thoae with whom be was immediately connected, but by tbe party 
to which he attached himself. 

" In priTate life be was retiring 1 bis chanties were numerous, but unostenta- 
tious; and be distributed with a liberal baud in all bdsos of real distress whieh 
were brought before bini. Mr. John Sowler married tbe second daughter of 
Mr. Beris E. Qroen, of tbe eminent London publishing llrai of Messrs. Longnuui, 
Brown, Green iiud Longnians. His wife and Iwo daughters surviTe him."

He 
took part ia tlie public npeechea of iSjo, nas Hppointod to a sDhoal exhibition 
in I B34, and elected to a Bridgcman eibibition at Quceo's college, Oiford, where 
he graduated B.A.. on the ist December 1B37, and M.A. on Ibo Gth June 1840. 
He was ordained deaeoo and priest bj Dr. J. B. Sumner, biehap of Chester, to the 
oiirwy of S. George's-in- the -Fields, Manchester, in which laborioua ourooj-, and in 
that of B. Mark's, Cbeetbam Hill, lie passed tbe first fire years of his clerical life. 
On the death of the rer. Joshua Lingard, M.A., in 1S41 (for notice of whoca see 
Bfffliifrr, Tol. ii. p, 106), lie was eelccted by the warden and fellow« of tbe OoUe- 
giat« church to IoVh charge of 8. Qoorgo's, Hulme, one of Iho largest churobea 
in Manchester, with a population attached to it of 16,000 people, and held also 
tho office of chaplain to the oaviilrj bormcbs. 8. Qcorge's was then the only 
ohureli in the towuship of Hulmo, and Mr. Whitelegge the only clergyman. 
The duties of this moat laborioue charge ho faithfully and suocessfuUy dis- 
chnrgcd for the long period of twenty-nine years, tbe late bishop of Manchester 
(by no mcana a favourer of those who at that time were regarded as high 
cburchmcn), recognising his steady work of many years and his high chacacler, 
bj promoting him to tbe ofHoe of rural dealt, and to an honorary canonry 
in Manehestcr cathedral. When Mr. Whitelegge resigned the rectory of S. 
George's in 1871 tho population of Hulme had increased to 80,000, there were 
ten ohurcbes, besides lereral miisioii rooms, and a etas' of clergy in the same 
area exceeding twenty. Id this moat necessary cipansion of the church Mr. 
Whileleggo look great interest, and the erection of at least one church waa owing 
to hia own pereonol eierlioug. One of bis latest acts, as rector, waa to andertake 
single-banded, i.s. without the aid of a committee, the erection of new schools for 
tbe parish of 8, Gcorgi\ the eost of whieh, apart from tho site val nod at iiooL, 
amounted to 4]oo^, and oapablo of receiving upwards of 1 loo children. Theas 
Bchooli were formally opened end made over to the parbh io Koiter i8;i. At 
a largo gathering of his parishioners (more than joo being present), he received 
from thorn a very gratifying lesliinoninl on resigning the charge of 8. George's 
parish, in recognition of his long-contiuucd labours for the spiritual welfare of 
the parish. 

Mr. Whitele^e married, at Ilfracombo iu 1849, Mary, eldest daughter of William 
Goodlad, esq., a wcll'lniown surgeon of Bury and Cbeetham llill, whose wife was 
Mary, eldest daughter of Edmund Hawortli, esq., of Bury (sco lajira, p. jr). 
Eii name is found very frequently among the old scholars osBBmblod at tho oimi- 
Toraai; feattials, and he was tho ecnior steward in 1 S45. He is still resident at 
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At Uu election of a proctor id 1S67, to represent the clergy of tbc archdesooarj of 
Uanchetter in the York coDTOcatioD, and to sncoeed Mr. Durnford, tbe rector 
of Miildlcton (novt bisliop of Cbickester), on Lis appointment to the office of 
archiicHcon, Mr. Wbiteleggo was selected as a cnndidatc on the high ehurob side, 
but at tbat time the other partj were more numeroiu, anil tbe election tenoi- 
nated in favour of the roT.

He hsd alio a defect in hia Tisioa nbicb was uaablo to distiu- 
guish certsia colours, and tbU caused u dilllcultj ia seleoting his future mode of 
life, Aft-cr tome lime ho obtained an appoialmcnl in Iba baok of England, and in 
iSjS was promoted to be sob-agent of the western branob of the bank with a 
residence in Burliugton gardens. He did not long enjoy this proraolion, for be 
waa not of a rerj robust conetitntian, and tbe aniiotioi attendant upon bis office 
were too much for a delicate and sensitive frame and he was obliged to resign it, 
receiTtng from tbe gorernore a peoeion which was continued until his destb.

■ Liierpool' renohcd tlie Woodaido sUge, The oi 
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<vr called to him to wait uutil the gangway 
n be lenpcd from tlie boat, and in attomplr

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the ateamer and the stage. Uis face wbi teen for an iuslant in the iraUr, and 
tlicn hu disappeared, having doutitlosa be«n carried under the slage by the flood 
tide. Ereij eiertioD wai made by tlie crev of tlio ateamer and the men on the 
landing itago to reaeuo him. Lifi-buojs were lowered at Ibe spot where be fell, 
lanterns were procured to throw light upon the water, and the Btoamer wont up 
the riTcr some dintnnee in search of him, but all the effort* of the men were un- 
successful. During the day ptncards were issued offering a reward of 5I. for the 
recoTcry of the body. 

"Mr. Con way was well linotrn among llie legal profession in Lirerpool, and had 
■ considerable lueai pnclics, Oecasionally, during the absence of the regular 
judges, be presided in the county courts in Liverpool and Birlienhcad. He was 
a baehetor and rceidad with his sister. He was about forty-Cro yesr« of age."

He published a pamphlet in reference to 
it at the period when it became the subject of the legal proceedings which exer- 
cised so injunous an eSVct npon its GouneeB ; and in tlie hut volume of the 
"Oammar Sclioai Register," printed for the Chotham Society, we Und his name 
oa one of tbe contributors of information to that interesting and important work. 
HaTJng gone through tbe preparatory courae, he was admitted an attorney in 
1S44, and on the death of hia father took his place aa a partner with Mr. Jamea 
Crouley, uudcr the continued stylo of "Crcsslej and Sudlow," till tbe retire- 
ment of that gentleman in 18G0, Mr, Stidlow soon afterwardi entered into put-

himscU' Cnorgoticsll; and uncoasingly to the managemi'nt of a largo profeBsiorml 
practioe, and by ha ability, wuad senso, bonoarable oonduct, and legal knowUdgr, 
acquired the confidence of all who entrusted theu'iuteruetslo him, and maintained, 
BB he well deMtred, a high position amongst his brethren of the law. In hia 
hands were generally placed the important responaibililiea connected with the 
OoneerratiTo cause at the registrations and eleotious for the Boutheni diriaion of 
LaDcaahire and, at [bo late election, tboau of this borough, and it would liare 
been difficult Indeed to find any one in whom the roquiaitea for lite sltuatiou he 
wta called upon to iitl noro more, happily combined. His clear, acute aud sys- 
tematic understanding saw at once what it waa necessary to do, and what nas 
the best way of doing it i and the eulogy which tbo present writer ouce beard 
tram an excellent judge waa by no moans undeserred — that there was not B 
better election agent in the kingdom. Hia mcrila were well uuderalood by the 
leaders of the CoitaervatiTe party, by whom ha was occaaionally oonsulted, and 
who bait great conitdonoo in the aonudnosa of his judgment and the accuracy of 
hia information. He was, aa a thorough Cunacrvatirc in priuciplo, atrongly at- 
tached to the Church of Sn^land, and held himself bound to aerve (hose lay 
offices wliich are so intimately connected with it, and are so neceasary for tbo 
dnHiiRy of ita rotnietrution.

in the list. Amidst the occupations and engroseiug calls of hia praCesaiou h : had 
not neglected those humanising inllucnoes which tend so much to smooth and 
Bolten its rigour, and, by the cultirated puranita which Ihcy cherish, to cheer and 
brighten the close of a laborious Ufa. He bud read extensively, was well ac- 
gnaiiited with the great authors of £ugknd, and took an interest in subjects of 
literary ittrestigation.

Stephen, Westmorland j and, haying held tha 
seeoiid mastenhip of the Colli'giatc school, Leicester, from 1S47 to iEj3, aod the 
bead raast^rahip of Qrove Park school, Wrexham, in 1854 and iSjj, became in 
the latter year the bead master of the endowed church school at 8. Jahti'a, 
Newfoundland, which be held until the close of 1S64. Ho subsequently oSicial«d 
as chaplain at Moscow, in 1 S6j-6G, and was far about two years curate of Bangor 
MonBcborUiu, io Flintshire, After a brief connection with Malreni ooiloge as an 
assistant master, he took the maaturship of the modem department, in Bicbmond 
grammar school, Yorkshire, which ho holds at tha present time. 

Mr. George P. Harris married at Brighton in 1SJ4 Miss Martha McCarroll, and 
has four sons and one daughter. His eldest son is now, and has been for some 
time, bead boy of BicLmood school.

Edward Chantlec Faulkner was admitlod an attorney in Eastor t«rm 1844, and is 
now in the same profession, and resident at JIancbostcr.

In 17S3 he married, at Feitb, Isabel 
Dow, aad bj her bad eoTen eons and four daaghtor?, IleaerTod vith distindioti 
under the diike of York in Flanders, rtnd m iSoi, on reliring from octiiB asrrice, 
wna appointed barrook-niaatcr nt Raiiiseatc, where he had the pniiiful dutj of 
reoeiving the feTOr-stricksD remains of the arm; that was sacrifii^ed in the fata' 
Wttloboren eipedition. lie was promoted to the barmok-niBstorsbip of Sheflluld, 
and five jeara later, in 1819, from thenco lo Manchester. In 183S he retired on 
a weD-earned pcnBion, after a military eerTieo of OTor flfty-eight years, and died 
in 1851, at the great age of 93, hia wife haying predeceaaad him in iSjo. Thej 
wire both buried in the chorch yard of 9. George's, Hulme. 
Of major Brajbrooke'a four daughters, the third, Sarah habell a, married Mr. John 
3mith, of Hulme (for viborasee Begitler, supra, p. 84}, whose son, Johu Stores 
Smith, waa admitted to the Bchool at a date anbecqucnt to this rolume.

By the present 
bisliop of Mancbeatn he vaa appoiat^jd an honorary Canon of Manchester 
OBthedral, Mr, Pedder is unmarried.

Tbia loboUr, who sppcan smoDg tbe boardsrs at tbe high maeter'i houw in 1 S14 
u JamM Coops, ouumed b; aign manuat tho aumame of Acken, baring tue- 
ceedcd bj will to n rcr; krgo fortaao from Jftmes Acken, eaq., of Lark hill, 
Salford, who vat for vatay jcan one of the leading men in the public aflair* 
of Mai]cheal«r, and colonel of one of tbe r^imcnta of Tolnntetfrs raised IQ the 
jear iBoj, at the time of the threntoned Frenoh iarasioD. He wa< high aberilf 
of tho county in iSoo, and died on the ijtd Maj iSii, aged 71.

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He marriod at Blsclilej, in iSjg, Susan, daughter of Cbaclea Nevill, esq., bj 
whom he hod tvo bqds and three daughters. Ilia elder son, W. H. Eeeliog, 
M.A. (nee lupra, p. ifij), ia now head miuter of Brndford grHmmar gchool, sod 
his jouDger aoD, Chsrlea NdtUI £eeliDg, A.Sf ., rector of S. Jamea'a, CoUjhurat, 
Mauchetter.

He was a magiatrato of the county of Lan- 
etuter, and resided at High bank, Prestwich. For many years past be Ims lived 
at Leamington. In 1S43 ba waa vice-president at the annirersary meotiog of old 
scholars (aee Rfgitler, vol. ii. p. 114).

Alfred Joshua Wood. 

The father of thia acholar lived, I am told, at Moss cottage, Rusholme. Ho had 
been uoproaperoua in mercsntilo affairs, and his wife, who was a uotivo of Glou- 
cester, aod a woman of energy and abilities, exerted beraelf to reacue the family 
tcom the evila of poverty bj keeping a aohool. This, the eldest, son was ad- 
mitted to the school in 1819. and about 1E21 bia father received the appoint- 
ment of master at the Blue coat corporation school iti Qlouccatcr, which caused 
the removal of the family to that town. Alfred J. Wood became a pupil at S. 
Bartholomew's hospital, London, and woa admitted L.S. A. and U. E.C.Surg, in 
I K]o. In ig j3 ho waa elected fellow of the R. C. Surg., and took the degree of M.D. 
Bt S, Andrew's nnivorsity in i SjS, and waa surgeon to the Gloucester general 
infi-rmary from 1S39 to iSjS, and to the Olouceatur Magdalene asylum from 1341 
to 1S53. He resigned both (heaij appoiatnieots when lie became resident super- 
intendent of Bamwood bouse registered hospital for the insane, whioh olHce ho 
bolda at the present time. Dr. Wood has aerved tbe oQIce of mayor of the city 
of Gloucester, and is now tho senior magiatrate of Ibe borough. 

Hia second brother, Charles Frederick Bryan Wood, M.A. of Femhroko college, 
Oxford, where ho gained a place in tbe third clasa in Lit. Hum. in iSig, is now 
victtP of Penmark, Qlamorgnnahira ; and bis third brother, Jolm Yorke Wood, 
ia a surgeon at Cheltenham, and, like hia oldest brother, skilful ii; 
of diseases of the mind.

Daniel Doming. 

He was admitted L.S.A. in 1834 and M.B.C. Sorg. London, in 1835, and settled at 
Swinton. There he practised as a surgeon successfullj until his death, on the 
5th January 1868. He was a pleasant and amiable man, a yery frequent attend- 
ant at the anniTersary meetings of the old scholars — being yice-president in 
1858 — and is remembered for the kindness and consideration which he showed 
for those whose position in life was not that of affluence. His professional and 
gratuitous aid was always at their seryioe. He was honorary surgeon to the 
46th Lancashire royal yolunteers (Ecclcs, Swinton and Pendlebury), and was 
buried with military honours in Worsley churchyard, a yery largo attendance of 
people of all ranks testifying to the respect in which he was held by the inhabit- 
ants of the district where he had practised for upwards of thirty years. In one 
of the Manchester papers of January nth 1868, there was a descriptiye record 
of his burial. 

He married a daughter of Mr. Thomas Longshaw, cotton spinner and mano&o- 
turer, of Pondlebory, and left three sons and two daughters.

The mistake il lup- 
poBcd to haio arisen from the occupation of the hooM, ia which he liTod, ailer his 
deoi^ase, bj n retired 00m merehatit and malteter. 

John ITiirTey Aahworth, the youngpr of the two sons of John Ashworth. eaq. 
(ace Burke's iunrfed Geitlry, edit. iS6j). and nephew of Richard Jchnson Daventry 
Ashworth, eeq., barristor-at-law, of Strawberry hill, near Manchester, was born at 
Elland, in the West riding of York, in the year 1795. Qis father, who was buried 
at Elland, died whilst this boq was very youug, and at his death the son vont to 
reside with his uncle and gnardian. He was in the house of Iho high mastar for seTen 
years, took part in the public speech day of 1813, and iu 1S14. was enCen-claa a com- 
moner at UniTersitj college, Oiford. In the following year he was elected a aeholar 
on the foundation of John Frostonc, esq., who endowed three scholarships for nati*eB 
of Torksbiro. He graduated B.A. on the ioth Fobnisry 1S19, and M.A, on the 
17th NoTcmber i3i5. In iS 19 he was ordained deacon, and in July following priest 
by letters dimissory from the bishop of Oiford. to enable him to stand for the one 
fellowship at Magdalen college appropriated to the natires of the county of York. 
Pooling of his electioD there, he was lioenscd to the solo charge of the anmll parish 
of Uethc, near Bicc9ti>r, Oxfordshire, and in the fallowing year became ourate of 
3. Mary's cliarch, Rochdale. Uo soon after retired from aotiTe clerical duty, and 
for some years resided at Berwick lodge, near Uenbury, Gloucestershire, and aHer- 
worda at East Woodhay, in Eanis, where ho purchased an estate, acting as a ma- 
gistrate, as chairman of the board of guardians, and as chaplain to the late carl of 
Camarvon. 

At the time of the Irish famine in i £43-46 ho Tiiited Ireland, penetrating into the 
remotest districts of the south and west, and was elected fellow of the Hibernian Qeo- 
logical society. At the request of the lato earl of Devon he threw his notes into a 
popular form, and in i8jj published the same under the title of The Saxon in 
Ireland, which in a abort time passed tliroagh three editions. Under the incnm- 
bered estates' act he purchased the estate of Doona caetle and Croy lodge, with the 
salmon fishery of the Ballycroy rirer. so admirably pourtrayed by Maxwell in his 
interesting work. The Wild Sporti of the Weit 1 and hero Mr. Maxwell resided 
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sometime, and wrote the above-mentioned work. Mr. Ashworth afterwards pur- 
cha^ied tbe old castle and domain of Craggan, near Kilkeshen in county Clare, restored 
the ancient fortress, and for a time mode his residence there. He is, I believe, still 
living, and was in 1871 taking temporary duty in the parish of Folksworth, near 
Peterborough. Ho married, on the i6th February 1821, Mary, eldest daughter of 
Thomas Hippon Vavasour, esq., of Rochdale, who died many years ago, s.p.

He then 
married a second wife, and was tried for bigamy at the Mold assiies on the loth and 
I itb of April 1807. He conducted his own defence with great skill, hut he was found 
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guilty ftcd Mntencod (a tweire months' impruonment aud to pay ■ Sao of lool. A 
ro(Kirt of hia trial waa printed and pubiisheil, and it ia one of the Maiiohcsler o 
cd'bret. Edwsrd Waller Foulke* was nlw no attorney, and died about tlireo jo»ri 
■go. John ia still liiiug.

Hu^h Stowell, he mu induced to giie 
up his business, and with a tigit of taking holy ordore entered S. John's college, Cam- 
bridge, in 1841, and gradualcd A.B. in 1845 and A.M. in 1S4S, It vas remarkable 
that father and son should bt' at the some time andcrgrBduatci of the same oollegc, 
enpged in the same studiei , and alike looking forward to ordinatioQ, in 
u clergymen of tbc church of England. He wa* ordained deacon in 1S4J and priest 
in 1846, by the bishop of Chester, to the curacy of B. John's, Uanohester, and was in 
1S51 appointed incumbent of the chapel of ease at Worthing in Sussci, where he ia 
DOn rroidPDt. 

Mr. Bead, who occailonally attended the meetings of the old scholars, n 
president in 1S41. He is a lelloir of the Royal sstronomienl and microteopical 
■ocielies. aud ii the author of some papers on educational and astronomical subjects, 
as nel! as of some occasional sermons.

enquiries nt " the buttery" for a glass of real "home-brewed" were made in Tain, the 
■peeial barrel for Shrove Tuesday has always been browed in tbo college, and tha old 
custom of the annual verses b still preserved.

Mr. William Thackeraj is spoken of as a man of exemplar/ character, and ai 
much beloved.

Our travellers proceeded by Ems to Cobleni, aud thenoe 
along tho banke of the river by Slolicnfela, Uiageu and Kudesheim to Mayeuce. " At 
Mayence we engaged a voiturier for three daya to take ua to HoidellMrg, and return 
by Darmttadt. Slept tho Erat night at Uannholm — yiaitod the chateau and the 
Jeaoit'a church. Chateau large, and containing many Uno apartments. Among tlia 
pictures found aome admirable eiamples of the Dutch school. Went out of our way 
to visit Bchwetiingen, tbe VeraaiUea of Qermany, The gardena eucliantiDg, and em- 
belliahcd with templca, fountains, and a curious Turkish mosque. Reached Heidel- 
berg about twelve. Nothing can be finer than the situation of the castle — nothing 
more piotnreaqua than the ruins. The view from the terrace along tho valley of tho 
Neckor is extraordinarily fine. We hod not lime enough to enjoy it fully, hut it« 
beouttc* witl ever dwell on my memory. Slept at Hoppenhi^im, the accommodation 
being very indifferent. Started betimes next morning, and while pursuing our way 
along tha Bcrgatnuse, passed Meliboous. Arrired at Darmstadt about eleven, and 
were much struck with tho town. The chnteau oonlaint a noble picture-gallery. 
After Tisiting it we were fortunate enough to witness an inspection of troops by the 
grand duko. Our voituricr, who was very eiril and obliging, fulfilled his engagement 
to tho letter, and brought us back to Mayenee on the evening of tbe third day. Tho 
weather was cilrcmely bright and fine throughout tlic eicursion, but tbe nights wer« 
cold. Left Mayence ncit morning by early ateambost. Among tbe passeegen w 
lord Seaford, coptain Angerstein aud young Witmot Qorton- Swept pait caitlei, 
Tine-cUd hills aud picturesque towns in onr rapid descent of tbe river, and after a 
long and moat enjoyable doy reached Cologne at eight o'oloek. We had intended to

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occur at Ooldgtie* we elected to go back by Bnisselfl. Our joumej to Calais was ao- 

compli^b^lk'four days by diligence, includiDg a halt at Brussels. Pleasant com- 

paiU9n8*herped to beguile the tedium of the journey. At Dunkirk a painful incident 

.Qcc^pired which impressed us both. We bad mounted to the top of a lofty tower near 

•*. *w church, which commands a fine Tiew of the town, harbour and surrounding 

*• , /•country, and were descending the winding steps, when a man, eridently in a yery ex - 

cited state, pushed yiolently past us, rousing our anger. A few minutes afterwards 

we Icamt that the poor wretch had thrown himself from the summit of the tower, 

and dashed out his brains on the pavement. Previously to committing this desperate 

act he had taken off his shoes — a common superstition. * II avoit mangS aon hien^ 

remarked a bystander, who was gazing at the body. At Calais we went to Dessin's 

hotel, of course, and I was fortunate enough to be lodged in Sterne's room. Next 

day we crossed the channel. Thus ended our pleasant tour."

'Ho died at Checthnni Hill on the iind Uajr 1871, aged 64, and was buried at 3. 
Uurk's church, of which he had beeo the beloved putor for the long period of forty- 
two joara. An account of hia fuDcrtU iLppean>d in tlie Mancheiter Courier' of Maj~ 
iQtb, mid oa the followiug day a ahort biographical notice, from wlli(^b I bar? ex- 
tracted tlie following words, the writer being the president of the Cbetliam society, 
to the truthfulness of wliiuh bU who knew hira will bear their ready testimony : 

" Few men hare been more generally popular in society than Mr. Ethelaton. He 
had the unmistakeable stamp of a gentleman in bis appearance and manners, and 
there was eometbiug peculiarly pleasing in his conversation and nddress. Foseossing 
a rich origioBl Teia of playful bumour, which might be considered to be an hereditary 
property, ho always used it so as to debgbt, but nsi-ei so as to wound Or to conduce 
to tbo annojance of those who listened to him. From cnTy, Iintred, malice, and uq- 
oharitablenosB probably nomao who eTerlired was more entirely free. As a clergyman, 
during the whole period of his long incumbency of forty-two years, he acquired and 
deserred the love and respect of bis parishioners, and the universal regret which bia 
lamented decease hue occasioned is an ample proof bow well hia cliaracter and merita 
were auderstood. In giving eiTect to our liturgical services, and particularly to the 
finest of them oil, the burial service, he was very successful. We have been present 
when it has been delivered by some great lights and ornaments of the Cliurcb, but 
we never yet met with any one who did more ample Justice to it tbaa Ur. Etholaton. 
Mr. Etbelston wos a member of the Chctbam society, and was, with the eineption 
we believe of Mr. Caraer, the oldest member of that eicellent and uow Tenerablo 
institution, the Manchester Clerical book society." 

Mr. H. Etbelston was a frequent attendant at tbo annivoreary festivals, and wa« 
the president of that held in 1E44, and locum fenewt for Mr. Thomas du Quincey in

Whof»c nurno is omitted in the "Register^ appears from his aatobiographj, nov 
existing in manOflcript in the possesHion of the president of the Chetham foeietj, to 
have been a scliolar in tlie years 1803 and 1804. He became a well-kDown old book* 
seller, nercr Terj prosperous, sometimes keeping a stall and soitietiines a shop, 
according to the state of his circumstances, in different parts of Afanchester. He 
died in i860, at the ago of 66 or thereabouts, and his last location was at the bottom 
of Jolin Dalton street. From long experience he had acquired an instinctiTe know- 
ledge of rare books, though no great priz(>s appear to have oorae in his w^j, the 
Caxtons, flrHt Shakespeares and JUtlitiones pruwipes falling into the hands of other 
more fortunate or more enterprising dcAlers in books. Still, but for his irregularities 
and habits of drinking, he might have succeeded in placing himself in comfortable 
circumstances, for ho was popular amongst book purchasers and had many oppor- 
tunities of making his business sufTicientlv remunerative to enable him to proride for 
old ago. He died however in abject poverty, leaving little or nothing behind him 
except the autobiography before mentioned, which is a very curious record of his 
progress through life, and contains much about Manchef»tor and his contemporaries 
which is by no means unworthy of preservation. lie had been an attentive obserrer 
of what was going on in his native place, and his memory was very retentire to the 
last. C] 

Samuel Bamford. 

This very remarkable man, probably the honestest of all the leaders in the political 
agitation, which caused for some years such alarm throughout Lancashire, and cnl* 
minatod in the Manchester " Peterloo meeting" of i6th August 18 19, records in his 
Early Days that he was admitted to the school, and mentions some of his class-fellowv, 
who are to be found in the second volume of the Register. In pp. 79-93 of his 
Early Day» will be seen an amusing account of his admission to the lower school, of 
his master the rev. Thomas Oaskell, and of his holiday afternoon rambles amid the 
then rural scenes of Cheetwood, Kersall, Crumjisall and Broughton. He nerer 
reached the upper school, for his father, to the son's disappointment, had no wish for 
him to learn Latin, which was held to be " of use only to doctors, lawyers and par- 
sons.'* It were wrong for one, whoso motives are more fairly judged after the lapse of 
many years, to be passed over without some permanent notice. Samuel Bamford, un- 
like others with whom he was connected politically, was no advocate for physical force, 
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but ruthn- •oiielit lo tMch *ll cIbbbc* their rplatito datin. The beat intemU ol Ihoie, 
in iTboFe ranks he «>■ born, were oesr hU heart ; Tor he has placsd on record his belief, 
that "iottcBd of wiahiog to create nuddon ehangeg, and to OTerlhrow iDstitntJODi, 
it irere better that ignoraniw alone were pultcd doirn," and that Bolf-oontrol and ■elf> 
■meadmoiit are tho only lolid " basi» of all public reform." A belU>r slieteh of hii 
life and character cannot be gifen than tbot ohich appeared in the Marteheitrr 
GnnrrfiUNof the i6[h April 1B71, for ■ oop7 of which I am indebted to Mr. Darid 
Kellj of Stretford, who in this, and othrr initonnce, baa given me uaoful informatioD : 

" In the death of aaniud Bamford, ot hia residence at Horpnrhey on Saturday, 
this communitj has lo«t from the humbler ranks of life one of the oldest of its local 
celebrities. For some years put the inlirmitiei of advanced age have withdrawn from 
turn public attention. But half a ccntuty ago. when the sen of politios was stirred 
with breriu that now it seldom knows, Bamford was a noted man, of rare energy and 
power, and gift«d with many of the peculiar talents of a papular leader. Born into 
the circle of the Ubouring olaeses, which then were oppressed with a sense of hard- 
■hips and wrongs, attributable, as they believed, to partial and corrupt goremment, 
Bamford grew up into mnnhood, conwious of superior meutnl capacity, and readily 
attracted to the discussion of any political Bcheme prapoundcd aa a panacea for the 
laETerings of Iho people. lie beeame a marked man, wielding considerable influence, 
and was selected by the goremment of the day for punishment along with Henry 
Hunt and other agitators for reform. Bamford's poetical and literary talents greatly 
oonlributed to his democratio influence 1 and, if it wore only as one of the minor 
aongstcrs of bis country, his death would at Ivsst deserve a pauing notice. 

"Samuel Bamford was bom at Middlcton in the year \^ii. nis father was a man 
of parts, and from the position of a labourer worked his way into the mastership of a 
achool, and eventually to the governorship of the Salford worlihoase. Yonng Bam- 
fbrd's school days were early brought lo a close, and he was sent when quite a boy to 
Manchester to loam weaving under his brother. His antive mind had made sufficient 
acquirement — scanty as his opportniiitie* had been — to enable him to read and 
write with eaee, and aooidentolly meeting with Pope's translation of the Iliad and 
Hilton's poems, his mind reerlTed an impetus which led to a rapid derelopmenl of 
his hterary loslcs. He copied many hundred pages of Miltou, of whom throughout 
life he remained a deront worshipper. Afler various changes Bamford engaged in the 
coasting trade between South Shields and London ; but some Qie or six voyages 
wearied him of a tea life, and he left London to walk to Maachest«r, narrowly 
aacaping on his way impressment for the naval MrTice. He again obtuned a situation 
in a warehouse, and in his Insure hours was a diligent reader, devoted especially at 
this time (0 the poems of Giatterlon and Bums. 

"Shortly afterwards he married, and removed to hii native place. Here he em- 
barked with eager interest on the troubled ocean of politics. Suspicion, arrett, 
imprison Dient followed { aud once mora he was at home. Middlcton was then the 
head quarters of the local reformers. He bfCame a member of a aommitlde formed 
to improTs the representation of the people and secretaiy to the Hampden clnb.

not remurliBble. It met with warm oommeiiJation from tbe chief literuy oritin, snil 
will reuiHiu an interesting and isluuble contributioD to local politioal historj. The 
fTotti IB Sottii Laneaihire nre aomewbat deiullorj, but abound in happy iUua- 
trationi and acute remark. OfthePoema, perhaps the belt is the ' Pass of Death,' 
written on the death of Qeorge Canning, and containing some stantas at considerabls 
dramalic power. Tbe ode ' To a Snowdrop' is an eleguit poem ; whilsl, for groteiqua 
humour, ' Tim Bobbin's Qrare ' niU bear eomparieoD with lome of the comio piece* 
of Robert Bums. 

" Samuel Bamford was a fine specimen of an English working man. TaU, broad- 
clic*t«d and burlj la farm, he had tlie air of command vthich fitted him, along with 
bis great montal energj, to be a leader of his fellows. Experience taught him les- 
sons of moderation and wisdom, wbicb, wttb the modesty of true manliness, he 
accepted, cien at the risk of apparent inconsistency. 'Time,' be says, ' the ameliorator 
of all Ibitigs, has uot pused him without learing some experience. Tbe lessons of 
that severe baudmaid, mnkiiig him better acquainted with mankind aud himself, hare 
aomewbat matured hie judgment and increased his charily ; changing also, he hopes for 
the better, some of his tIbwb both of men and things.' His best eulogium ii supplied 
by bis life and writings. He was honest, braTe-hewl«d, proud, and seosil 
times to a fault. Ho maintained a manly and courageous spirit eroD when the 
world's hard hand lay most beaiily upon him. Ardent, anlhusiastio, aud not without 
the prococations of conscious injustice, he yet inrariably denouDced in unmeaaurcd 
U'rms the suggestions of pliysieal force, and uerer lost sight of the truth that all pcr- 
manetit reforms result from moral suasion alone. He did a good work in a ditHoult 
time aud earned an honourable place iu the rooks of political reform. He kept burn- 
ing tbe lamp of self-culloro eren in the gloom of a prison, and maintaiued tha in- 
atinctsofa naturally generous uaCure un perverted by oppression and wrong. The name 
of Samuel Bamford will ercr deserTC to be retained in the long aud distinguished roll 
of 'Lancashire Worthies.'" 

Samuel Bamford was buried in Middletou ehurobyard on tbe alleraooD of the 
lotb April 1S7J, with the honours of a public funeral, of which t very interesting 
report may be tceu in the Manchetter Qaardian of April iiod, and also in the Jfoii-

1811, in [ba prime of a life which may justly be said \a haie been marked by great 
and honourable enterprise. Accrington, tbea a Tillage, and srbieh has now a popala- 
tion of more than 20,000, owes its rise to the Brood Oak print works, which hale 
CDJoy^d more than seventy years uninterrupted prosperity. On the death of Mr. 
Eargreaiea, the works were carried on by three of bis sons, John, Kobcrt and Jona- 
than. John Hargreaxes the eldest son, who married, on the ifitb Soxember l8ji. 
Once, daughter of sir WiHiam Brown of Ltrerpool, was the last to retire from the 
buiinesB in iSji. nliich then passed into the hands of Messrs. Qrnfton and company 
the present proprietors, and resided on an eatata shich he purchased at Beaconifleld 
in Buckinghamshire, where be died on the ijtb Jaousry 1873. He was buried at 
Christ church, Aceriogton, and a tang report of his funeral, almost a pnblie o 
appeared in the local papers, with a brief and interesting history of the well-kboini 
prlntiag works with whioii he was so long connected.

It is not desirable that Tetemns who haro 
boras the brunt of poliliosl eonSiot in their day should fall to rest enlirelj unnoticed, 
thoughtbej'may— and, iadeed, often must — hare long ago ceased to take an aetirepirt 
in public afTairs. Oiilj Tory few people probablv reeognieed in Mr. Joseph Jobneon, 
whose docenio at the ripe age of Si wc reoordod, a leading figure in the demonstration 
so brulttllj repressed by tiio Peterloo massacre und a shariT in the penalties attaohed 
in 1S19 to the oOiiDee of osiembUng to petition parliamoDt for a redress of giietaluaB. 
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We bolieve, bowerer, ire Bi-e not tnietakcn in identifying him with the gentleman of 
that mtme who ma; bo read of io Samuel Bamrord'a Paaiagei tn the lift of a Sadlcal 
as haring been tbo Manchpster eotertaiDer of Henry Hunt during thia metnomblB 
Tieit, and the neareat companion of the celebrated demagogue On the platform in 8t. 
Peter's field. The important place asiigDi-d to Mr, Johnson among the persona 
charged, firstly, with high treason, and oltimatelf irith conepiring to alter the law 
by force, on that ocoagion is showo by the fact that he ulone on committal by the 
magistrates «u bonnd OTer to answer the charge in the ^ame bail of i,ooo/., and tico 
collateral sureties of 5Co(. each, wliioh waa exacted from Ilunl himself. On the trial 
of the prisoners at York, while Hunt was sentenced io imprisonment for two yeara 
and six months, Mr. Jobosoo was one of three sentenced to imprisonment for twelre 
months, which he actually underweut in conjunction with Bamford. The * Old 
Radical' mentiona many parliculara relating to liis fellow-priaqner in Lincoln gaol, 
laying, among other tilings, that lie addressed the court on the claim to mitigation 
of punishment in a speech ' more condensed and to the point than that of Hunt on 
the same occasion.' Bamford also denounces the sorerity shown by lord Sidmouth, 
the home secretary of the time, in refnaing to allow Ur. Johnson to visit his wife on 
her death-bed, do I withstanding that the prayer for this indolgence was supported bj 
a memorial addreaaed to the gaTernment by the magistrates of the county. Those are 
now old tales.

He has been, in 
BUCCOSsio[i, lecturer at King's college, Aberdeen, master of the English language and 
literature at the Edinburgh ooaderoj, and elocntionBrj lecturer to the new coU^ea of 
JCdiaburgb and Glasgow, which last office he holds at the present time.

He subscquentlj remoTed hie 
operBtioos to Prestolec, and rapidly luiiaaied a fortune, being at Ibe lime when Baines 
published his county Dirfctory and Bislory, in iSiJ, UTiBngaged in roaiiufacfuring 
pursuits, and <ra« residiag at Darlcj boll, Famwortb, wbioh he built, trarelling to 
Itul; ID order to procure marbles for (he embelliabmcnt of his mansioa. 

Ha married, in 17S5, ELiiaboth oalj aurririog child of Thomas Plumbo, esq., who 
died !□ iBo7,by wbombebadaiiuiiierons family. See Rig'uUr,vo\.vi. pp. lol, 29;, for 
two of bis sous. The onlj child of his son, Thomas Rawson, esq., of Nidd ball, mar- 
ried the present yiacouiit Mouutgarrot. Benjamin Bawson died at his house in Tilnay 
street. Park lane, London, on the sist Ubj ■E44, in his S7lh year. 

The Rbw»oii9 have a burial place in the [>arish ohurchyard of Bolton-le-Uoore, 
but the TBult is empty, its uecupnnte lia<iug been removed to Nidd, where a huge 
roausoleuiu for their reception was erected in close contiguity to the ancient ebnrch.

It is A firm attempt 
at inveHi^ation, or the twinkling effort of a falling star to relieve the Cheshire Fkll 
Moon from those cloude, obscurities and excrescences which deprive a most valuable 
part of the creation of her beneficent Light. It was published at Manchester, for the 
author, by T. Wilkinson of Bidgefield, 1820. 

Page 184. — Thomas Milne, 

He was bom on the 6th October 1764, and died on the 20th Febraory 1810. 
There was a fourth brother, Richard, whose name is not found in the Register^ born 
on the 20th July 1768, who died, unmarried, on the i8th August 1841. IIo is said 
to hayo been at the school for a short time, being removed because of dolionto health.
